The Two Propositions 

Congress offers two propositions. 
They are. the maintenance of a Re- 
.-er\'‘ OffVeers’ Training Corps and a 
military instruction course. 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
unit to qualify by systematic and 
standard methods of training, students 
at civil 'educational Instutions for re- 
serve officers. Before the unit may 
^>e organised In any In.stltution there 
niu.st he Ido students to take the 
cour.>e. The course when entered un- 
on by any student, shall as regards 
the student be a prerequisite for grad- 
uation This unit would be under 
the supervision of the Sercretary of 
War. but questions of administration 
shall be under the control of the de- 
partment commander in w’hose depart- 
ment the institution Is located. No 
member of the Army, Navy, or Marine 
(7orps of the Ignited States*-or of the 
National Guard or Naval Militia shall 
be eligible to membership, as w'as ex- 
plained in the last issue of this paper. 

In the second proposition there must 
also be 100 students for the course.

Aeroplane Blown to Atoms 

Lieutenant Luther Welsh, U. S. N., 
who was killed, November 8, by the 
premature explosion ot an aeroplane 
bomb, which had been dropped from 
a naval aeroplane 1,000 feet In the 
air at a target floating In the Potomac 
river near Indian Head naVpl proving 
ground, 30 miles below Whshington, 
took his Master of Science degree from 
the George Washington University In 
1913. 

Lieutenant Welsh graduated fourth 
In his class at Annapolis and was 
known as an unusually brilliant ofli- 
cer. He was born In Kansas City, 
Mo., June 20, 1889, was appointed mid- 
shipman in 1905 and graduated from 
Naval Academy in 1909, He was com- 
missioned ensign In 1911, and ordered 
to the battleship North Dakota. He 
began his work at George Washing- 
ton In December 1911, and was promo- 
ted to the grade of junior lieutenant 
in 1914, and was on the staff of the 
commander of the third division of 
the Atlantic fleet. He had been on 
ordnance duty at Indiail Head since 
March 18 last. ,
